SAN FRANCISCO 一 Sunrise 
California .Inc. 一 developer of 
Oakland's proposed $113 million 
Hong Kong/USA trade center 一 
is temmporarily without an office. 

The corporatiomr had been head- 
quartered in the Camino-Califor- 
nia bank at2 Battery Street in San 
Francisco. But on March 13 
Sunrise President John MecAllister 
J. (also part owner of Camino- 
Caljlifornia Bank) announced that 
the Battery Street branch had 
been sold along with another 
branch to the Imperial Bank of 
Los Angeles for an estimated $1.1 
mjllion.

They have been forced out 

of their shops by the sheer 

economic power of local mer- 

chants or Hong Komg investors 

who offer landlords huge rents.

The skyrocketing rent situation is driving the small 


businessman from Chinatovwn. 


The impending 


closing of the Tin Bow Tong herb store is just one 
more_ example of a disturbing trend，The small 
businessman is the cornerstone of our community. 
Many of the people being hurt are old-timers who 
put their whole life into their business or trade, They 
possess skills and knowledge that they have not passed 
on to their children，who have gone on to other jobs 
in the U.S. All they want to do is to keep piractising 
their trade for the local clientele who know them and 


depend upon them. 


The rent increases and the inability of the small 
businessmen to negotiate new leases has got to stop 
somewhere. If the San Francisco planners and local 
officials realize how important the small businessman 
is，they would take steps to include them in their 
plans for Chinatown. Some of these shops should be 
given-a chance to participate in the federally-sub- 
sidized housing ,projects. If there i a commercial 
element of the plan，why shouldqdnt some of these 
old-time shopowners be given some rental assistance 

The big investors and the foreign capital that is 
flooding our community may one day find that they 
have driven all the smajll businessmen away and there 
is no more community， Will Chinatown remain a

“In 1972,”Dong said， II asked 
my former Professor of medical 
biophysics，Dr John Coftman of 
UC Berkeley,， about the published 
data on the safety of plutonium 
use in artificial hearts. 

“He replied that the official re- 
ports were propagandistic in the 
extreme in their attempts to mini- 
mize radiation hazards… That fall 
Cofman ended a conversation 
with Dong by calling the pluton- 
ium-powered heart “an absolute 
insanity.” 

Dong and Apndreopoulos began 
collaborating on the novel in 1973 
after considqering such alternatives 
as an esSsay Or editorial in a learn- 
ed journal.

that every effort is made to keep 


Hong Kong well supplied with 
toodstuffs even at the expense of 


domestic need. This is proved by 
the daily trainloads of all kinds of 
Provislions to Hong Kong from the 
mainland. As the shipments are 
Steadily on the increase，certain 
Sections of the Kowioon-Canton 
Rallway will have double tracks in 
the near future. 

In any event the People's Repub- 
lic has decidedto embark on anew 
Policy toward overseas Chinese re-

Since most of the emi- 
grants are natives of Kwangtung, a 
coOunselor from the Canadian em- 
bassy in Peking was permitted to 
interview applicants in Kwang- 
chow. The United States is likely to 
follow the same procedure，when 
the time comes，possibly in early
